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Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 21-42 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
Referring to claims 25, 40, and 41 the prior art does not teach or reasonably 

suggest said host computer sends a write command to said first controller and can 
receive acknowledgement of completion of said write command between occurrence of 
said failure and obtaining said area of said failure. 

Referring to claims 38 and 39, the prior art does not teach or reasonably suggest 
said host computer sends a write command to said first controller and can receive 
acknowledgement of completion of said write command between occurrence of said 
failure and displaying said area of said failure. 

Referring to claim 42, the prior art does not teach or reasonably suggest said 
receiving a write command from said host computer to said first controller sending an 
acknowledgement of completion of said write command between occurrence of said 
failure and obtaining said position of said failure.
